The practical aspects of this program of consolidating the 
8 Federal Relocation Arc of which we are a part into 17 sitesy protected 
3 from fallouty is primarily a matter for GSA and OCDM to sell to Congress 
ion the basis of its Continuity of Government Program, Conventional 
I buildings of brick and glass do not provide protection from fallout and 
underground facilities with appropriate equipment are the only answer 
to harden sites. The FBI 3 of coursey will benefit from the construction 
of underground faciliti es at' our site since such facility will afford 
protection from fallout and assure our capability to fulfill our 
responsibilities in event of an emergency. Further 3 in the event such 
a facility is constructe d^at such tim e as additional above-ground b7E 
facilities are needed at\ I, same can be built on top of the 

underground facility at a recFucect cost. 

Since this is an Administration program with the backing of 
the President and inasmuch as we are a part of the Federal Relocation 
. A.rCy as a consequence of our tremendous responsibilities in the event 
of an emergency 3 it appears necessary that we cooperate with GSA-OGDM 
: f r om the standpoint of our site. We cannot justifiably deny that an 
underground facility affording fallout protection is not needed as a 
contributory factor in the Continuity of Government Program for the 
fulfillment of our responsibilities under emergency conditions. We 
should, of course 3 during any negotations with GSA-OCDM continually keep 
in mind that it is OCDM r s over-all program. Further 3 as soon as OCDM 
has worked out its specifications and requirements 3 we should definitely 
determine any costs to us from a standpoint of equipment 3 maintenance 3 
and month- to-month utilities,

and which are used to identify the various chemical agents are inclosed in glass 
tubes which are individually sealed in lead packets. According to plastic 
cards in both of the kits, the discard date for the chemicals is listed as V 

April, 1959. However, we have previously checked with the Army Chemical / 
Corps and these discards were based on extremely harsh conditions for 
possible combat usage at elevated temperatures. It was the belief of the 
Army Chemical Corps that the chemicals would last safely several years 
longer since both of our kits are stored at room temperature. 

We have been periodically checking the chemicals in the kit in 
the Laboratory and there appears to be no deterioration. We will continue 
to check these materials in the kit and they will be replaced in the event the 
tests show any slight decomposition of the chemicals.
